1942  --  Muhlenberg's  Bicentennial 
is  celebrated  in  honor  of  the 
Muhlenberg  family  with  a week 
long  celebration. 

1943  - 1946  --  Due  to  World  War 
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II,  Muhlenberg  was  selected  by  the 
Navy  as  one  of  the  colleges  in 
conjunction  with  their  V-5  and 
V-12  training  program.  During 
these  three  years,  Muhlenberg 
trained  over  2,000  Marines  and 
Navy  students. 

1947  --  Following  the  war,  the 
demand  to  attend  institutions  of 
higher  learning  was  very  high, 
forcing  Muhlenberg  to  expand  its 
housing  and  academic  facilities. 
1957  --  Muhlenberg  opens  its  doors 
to  female  students  due  to 
economic  hardships. 

1959  --  Tennis  was  the  first 
female  sports  team  at  Muhlenberg. 
That  following  winter,  basketball 
and  field  hockey  were  offered  for 
female  students. 

1994  --  The  Center  for  Ethics  is 
founded  to  encourage  students  to 
gain  insight  onto  ethical  reflection 


and  decision  making. 

2003  --  Current  President  Randy 
Helm  is  sworn  in  as  the  15th 
president  of  Muhlenberg  College. 

2007  --  Muhlenberg  celebrates  its 
50th  anniversary  of  co-education 
with  a year  long  celebration. 

2008  --  Muhlenberg  announced  its 
capital  campaign,  'The  Talents 
Entrusted  to  Our  Care,'  a 2 year 
initiative  to  raise  the  endowment, 
captial,  and  The  Muhlenberg  Fund.

2008  marked  the  20th  anniversary  of 
Muhlenberg  College’s  Trexler  Library.  The 
celebration,  entitled  “Trexler  Library:  Then,  Now 
and  Into  the  Future,”  officially  kicked  off  on 
Sunday,  October  1 9,  and  the  week  was  filled 
with  various  activites  celebrating  this  historic 
milestone.  The  Harry  C.  Trexler  Library  was  built 
in  1 988  and  is  the  College's  primary  collection  of 
information  resources  including  books,  journals, 
videotapes,  government  documents,  and 
electronic  databases.  The  library  houses 
approximately  200,000  books,  140,000  U.S. 
government  documents,  4,400  audio-visual 
items  and  800  journal  subscriptions,  making  it  a 
great  resource  for  all  students  and 
faculty. 

On  Sunday,  about  300 
members  of  the  Muhlenberg 
community  lined  up  to  participate 
in  a replication  of  an  event  held 
when  the  library  was  first 
dedicated  in  Oct.  1988.  At  that 
time  a selection  of  books  was 
passed  from  the  old  library  (the 
Haas  building)  to  the  new  building 
(Trexler)  to  symbolize  the 
continuation  of  learning  and 
importance  of  books.  Over  1 00 
books  were  passed  with  "Papa 
Rakers  Dream  " by  Dick  Cowen, 
class  of  1953,  being  the  first  book 
passed  since  it  had  been  the 
LAST  book  passed  in  the  original 
book  passing  ceremony  in  Oct. 

1988;  it  had  just  been  published  at 
that  time.

With  the  building  of  the  Trexler  Tower  and 
renovation  of  the  Shankweiler  building  (pictured  on  the 
bottom)  in  2007,  Muhlenberg  has  conciously  tried  to  install 
postive  changes  on  campus.  The  Shankweiler  academic 
building  is  LEED  silver  certified  from  the  U.S.  Green  Building 
Council,  meaning  that  the  building  is  expected  to  reduce 
»perating  costs  and  improve  energy  efficiency  at  the  college  due  to  an  array  of  green 
eatures,  including  low-flow  toilets  and  faucets  and  low-emissivity  windows.  This  year, 
ingle  stream  recycling  was  installed  on  campus  in  order  to  promote  and  encourage 
ecycling  efforts  at  a number  of  events.  Antonina  Pinette,  class  of  2009  and  treasurer  of 
■NACT  states  that  "EnAcT  and  the  President’s  Greening  Committee  have  worked  hard  this 
ear  to  help  make  the  Muhlenberg  College  campus  and  community  more  sustainable.  As 
lart  of  the  larger  local,  national,  and  global  communities,  we  have  a responsibility  to  keep 
ustainability  in  mind,  both  as  a goal  of  the  college  as  well 
s in  our  individual  lives.  Some  of  the  initiatives  this  year 
icluded  the  ‘Just  Tap  If  Campaign  to  ban  the  sale  of 
isposable  bottled  water  on  campus,  (pictuerd  to  the  near 
ght)  the  dorm  vs.  dorm  energy  reduction  competition 
A/atts  Your  ‘Bergtricity’,  a Solar  Scholars  Grant  to  install 
Otar  panels  as  part  of  the  Seegers  Union  renovations, 
ringing  the  ‘BioBus’  to  Muhlenberg,  and  promoting 
ray-free’  dining  in  the  Garden  Room.  Throughout  these 
titiatives,  our  goals  have  been  to  increase  environmental 
wareness  among  the  Muhlenberg  community  and  to  | 
sduce  the  carbon  footprint  of  the  college. " !

Phi  Mu  joined  the  Muhlenberg  campus  in 
1 992  and  has  made  a profound  impact  on  the 
community  and  the  campus.  The  ladies  of  the  Phi 
Kappa  chapter  sponsor  numerous  fundrasiers 
during  the  school  year  sponsoring  teams  at  Relay 
for  Life  and  raising  money  for  the  Children's  Miracle 
Network  which  is  their  national  charity.

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  was  founded  at  Richmond  College,  now  the 
University  of  Richmond,  on  November  1 , 1901 , on  the 
Cardinal  Principles:  Virtue,  Diligence,  and  Brotherly  Love. 

Today,  the  Fraternity  has  grown  to  more  than  262,000 
lifetime  members,  including  13,500  undergraduates  on  260 
campuses  in  the  United  States.  SigEp  is  currently  the  largest 
fraternity  in  terms  of  undergraduate  enrollment.  The 
Pennsylvania  lota  Chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  was  originally 
founded  in  1 938  on  the  campus  of  Muhlenberg  College  in 
Allentown,  Pennsylvania.  Tau  Epsilon  Omega  and  SigEp 
merged  on  Muhlenberg's  campus  and  became  the  9th  chapter 
of  SigEp  in  Pennsylvania.  The  first  address  of  Penn  lota  SigEp 
was  2219  Liberty  Street,  then  in  1958  a new  house  was 
aquired.  Finally  in  1965,  the  brothers  of  Penn  lota  SigEp 
began  living  at  231 6 West  Chew  Street  house  where  the 
fraternity  currently  resides.  The  brothers  are  pictured  above 
at  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  Trexler  Library  celebration,  and 
the  pictures  to  the  left  are  from  thier  annual  formal.

on  anyone.  But  that  didn’t  matter,  as  they  successfully  defended  their  title  and  maintained  a national  ranking  in  the  top  1 
most  of  the  season.  For  the  second  year  in  a row,  the  run  ended  with  a loss  to  Wesley  in  the  NCAA  Tournament,  closinc 
out  a remarkable  two-year  run  in  which  Muhlenberg  went  20-3. 


The  Mules  opened  their  season  with  a 
come-from-behind  34-21  win  against  Wilkes  that  showcased 
the  “three-headed”  monster  that  would  make  the  offense  a 
potent  force  all  season:  DeLuca  (167  yards),  senior 
quarterback  Eric  Santagato  {18-of-26  for  308  yards  and  3 
touchdowns)  and  junior  receiver  Phil  Cresta  (7  catches  for 
1 52  yards).  A dominant  performance  against  Ursinus 
resulted  in  a 45-8  win  clinched  Muhlenberg’s  second 
straight  outright  CC  title  and  an  automatic  bid  to  the  NCAA 
Tournament.  But  although  the  Mules  rolled  up  561  yards  on 
offense,  they  tost  two  key  pieces  (Cresta  and  senior  fullback 
Erik  Snyder)  to  injuries,  and  the  offense  lost  some  of  its 
potency.  Needing  to  defeat  archrival  Moravian  to  lock  up  a 
second  consecutive  undefeated  regular  season,  the  Mules 
lost  in  overtime,  27-24.  Muhlenberg  still  was  awarded  a 
home  game  for  the  first  round  of  the  NCAAs,  but  lost  to 
Wesley,  20-0,  to  end  with  a 9-2  record.  DeLuca  and 
Rathbun  were  among  four  Mules  who  were  unanimous 
Afl-CC  first-team  selections.  The  other  two  were  senior 
center  Mike  Nolan,  a preseason  All-American,  and  senior 
nose  tackle  William  Moates  (46  tackles,  8 for  loss). 
Santagato  and  Cresta  also  earned  first-team  honors,  as  did 
junior  cornerback  Cameron  Ahouse.  Senior  tackle  Mike 
Gawet  and  sophomore  guard  Mark  Bigelli,  both  second-team 
selections,  led  an  offensive  line  that  enabled  the  Mules  to 
average  34:24  in  possession  time.  Senior  receivers  Edward 
DeRisi  (31  catches)  and  Joe  Caporoso  (28  catches)  finished 
up  with  career-best  seasons.  The  defense  still  ranked  in  the 
top  1 5 in  Division  III  in  fewest  yards  allowed.  Floyd  (1 0 TFL) 
and  junior  Frank  Emmett  (53  tackles,  6V2  for  toss)  flanked 
Moates  on  the  line  as  The  veteran  secondary  featured 
Ahouse,  and  seniors  David  Mazzola  (30  tackles)  and 
Brandon  Doyle  (4  interceptions).  Emmett,  Gavin,  Mazzola 
and  Doyle  all  earned  AII-CC  honors.

The  Muhlenberg  field  hockey  team  got  to 
experience  that  satisfaction  when  it  knocked  off 
sixth-ranked  Johns  Hopkins  in  overtime.  Unfortunately, 
the  2008  season  as  a whole  was  less  satisfying,  as 
the  Mules  finished  with  an  8-1 0 record  and  missed  the 
Centennial  Conference  playoffs  for  the  first  time  in 
three  years. 

Muhlenberg’s  season  opened  less  than  ideally. 
The  Mutes  had  to  move  their  tournament  to  Whitehall 
High  School  due  to  construction  at  Scotty  Wood 
Stadium,  and  in  their  first  game  squandered  a 2-0  lead 
in  the  last  seven  minutes  before  losing  to 
Susquehanna  on  penalty  strokes. 

The  team  had  a tough  time  recovering,  starting  1-5, 
then  winning  two  straight  before  losing  two  more.  An 
8-0  shutout  of  Bryn  Mawr  was  followed  by  a 2-1 
setback  at  McDaniel  - one  of  five  one-goal  losses  -

Then  Muhlenberg  finally  hit  its  stride.  A 5-3  win ; 
Swarthmore  set  the  stage  for  the  game  against  Johns

CC  semifinals.  The  Blue  Jays  came  in  with  only  one 
loss  (to  the  No.  2 team  in  Division  III)  and  with  one  of 
the  top  offenses  in  the  country,  but  the  Muhlenberg 
defense  fought  off  25  penalty  corners  to  send  the  garr 
into  overtime  scoreless.  Just  32  seconds  into  the  extra 
period,  junior  Tara  Cohn  scored  the  winner.

The  men  went  on  to  come  in  fourth  out  of  41 
complete  teams  at  the  prestigious  Paul  Short  Run, 
beating  two  Division  I squads,  a host  of  Division  II 
outfits,  and  a pair  of  Division  III  teams  ranked  higher 
in  the  region.  In  the  final  tuneup  for  the  CC

Men's  Basketball 


Seniors  lead  the  team  to  playoffs 


The  2008-09  season  marked  the  end  of  an 
era  for  Muhlenberg  men’s  basketball,  as  head  coach 
Dave  Madeira  retired  after  22  seasons  and  a 
school-record  31 1 wins.  But  it  may  also  have  marked 
a beginning,  as  the  Mules  signaled  their  return  to 
prominence  in  the  Centennial  Conference  with  a solid 
season. 

Muhlenberg  ended  with  a record  of  1 6-1 1 and 
finished  fourth  in  the  CC  - both  bests  for  the  program 
since  2002.  The  Mules  started  the  season  by 
winning  the  Scotty  Wood  Tournament  in  impressive 
fashion,  defeating  Marymount  70-49  in  the 
championship  game.  The  Mules  wound  up  fourth  in 
Division  III  in  field-goal  percentage  defense  (.384)  and 
20th  in  both  rebound  margin  (plus-6.1)  and  blocked 
shots  per  game  (4.6). 

After  starting  out  5-3  (including  Madeira’s 
300th  win),  the  Mules  embarked  on  the  bulk  of  their 
CC  schedule  with  a string  of  close  games.  Their  first 
six  CC  contests  of  2009  - three  wins  and  three 
losses  ---  were  decided  by  a total  of  24  points.  One  of 
the  games  was  a 64-57  win  against  Johns  Hopkins, 
Muhlenberg’s  first  at  home  vs.  the  Blue  Jays  since 
1987.  Playing  a rare  Monday  night  CC  game, 
Muhlenberg  set  school  and  CC  records  by  going  a 
perfect  26-for-26  from  the  foul  line  in  a 73-65  win  at 
Swarthmore.  The  two  teams  broke  a Division  III  mark 
by  combining  for  38-for-39  shooting. 

The  Mules  entered  the  month  of  February  only  6-6  in 
the  CC  but  won  their  next  five  league  games  to  clinch 
a playoff  berth.  Included  in  the  run  were  close  road 
wins  at  Haverford  (three  points),  Gettysburg  (four 
points)  and  Johns  Hopkins  (two  points),  the  latter  two 
won  with  second-half  comebacks.  During  the  streak, 
Muhlenberg  held  five  straight  opponents  under  60 
points  for  the  first  time  in  the  shot-clock  era. 

In  the  last  game  of  the  regular  season,  the  Mules 
went  on  an  1 1-1  run  over  the  last  2:57  of  regulation 
to  force  overtime,  although  Ursinus  went  on  to  win. 


That  made  Muhlenberg  the  fourth  seed  for  the  CC  playoffs 
with  an  opportunity  to  host  Haverford. 

Two  teams  nationally  ranked  in  defensive  categories 
played  a typically  close,  low-scoring  game.  The  Mules  did  nc 
make  a field  goal  in  the  last  14  minutes,  but  got  two  free 
throws  from  senior  Mike  Bernardini  with  1 :24  left  for  a 52-51 
victory.  The  season  ended  in  the  CC  semifinals  with  an  87-7 
loss  at  Franklin  & Marshall.  With  the  exception  of  starting  pc 
guard  Chris  Macintosh,  who  led  the  team  in  assists  and  stei 
the  four  seniors  (including  Darrell  Roth  and  Tim  Murray)  wer 
primarily  reserves,  with  none  averaging  more  than  Bernardir' 
5.2  points  per  game.  Muhlenberg’s  top  player  was  junior  Pe 
Barnes,  who  emerged  as  one  of  the  top  big  men  in  the  CC. 
The  second-team  AII-CC  center  and  Scotty  Wood  Tournamc 
MVP  led  the  Mules  in  scoring  (12.1  points  per  game), 
rebounding  (8.8  per  game),  field-goal  percentage  (.579)  and 
blocked  shots  (50)  and  was  an  imposing  presence  in  the 
middle. 

Two  other  forwards  received  AII-CC  honorable 
mention.  Junior  Ryan  Foster  averaged  1 1 .5  points,  led  the 
team  with  56  three-pointers  and  ranked  among  the  team 
leaders  in  almost  every  category.  Spencer  Liddic,  only  the  j 
eighth  freshman  in  CC 
history  to  earn 
all-conference  honors,  was 
the  Mules’  top  scorer  in  CC 
games,  averaging  13.1 
points,  and  averaged  1 1 .6 
points  and  7.1  rebounds 
overall.  Sophomore  Evan 
Tozer  (7.9  ppg)  and  juniors 
Brian  Frankoski  (5.3  ppg,  72 
assists)  and  Zachary 
Rosenberg  (4.9  ppg)  also 
had  their  best  seasons  to 
date.

After  winning  at 
hns  Hopkins,  63-54,  the  Mules  escaped  at 
ikinson,  67-65,  when  a last-second  desperation 
ot  from  halfcourt  hit  the  back  of  the  iron.  That  set 
3 stage  for  the  most  dramatic  game  of  the  season, 
eking  to  finish  the  first  18-0  season  in  CC  women’s 
sketball  history,  Muhlenberg  trailed  Ursinus  by  1 5 
ints  in  the  first  half  and  by  10  with  7:07  left. 


Spearheaded  by  McKeon’s  triple-double  (13  points,  1 1 
rebounds,  1 0 assists),  the  Mules  came  back  to  win  by 
scoring  the  last  eight  points  of  the  game.  Chili’s 
three-pointer  with  1 .2  seconds  left  put  the  stamp  on 
the  68-65  victory.  The  final  CC  standings  showed 
Muhlenberg  seven  games  ahead  of  five  teams  that  tied 
for  second  place.  And  the  CC  playoffs  affirmed  that 
the  Mules  were  the  best  team  in  the  league  by  a wide 
margin.  Playing  on  its  home  court,  Muhlenberg  toppled 
McDaniel  by  1 6 points  and  Johns  Hopkins  by  21  to  win 
its  fifth  CC  championship. 

The  Mules  began  the  NCAA  Tournament  with  an 
80-63  win  against  Westfield  State,  then  tackled  a 
Bowdoin  squad  that  entered  the  game  31-0  all-time  in 
NCAA  and  conference  home  games.  Playing  in  front  of 
a loud,  mostly  hostile  crowd,  Muhlenberg  took  a 58-48 
lead  with  5:26  left  but  failed  to  score  the  rest  of  the 
game.  The  Polar  Bears  cut  the  gap  to  one  point  and 
missed  a potential  game-winning  shot  from  the  corner 
in  the  last  few  seconds  of  regulation. 

The  58-57  victory  put  the  Mules  in  the  “Sweet 
1 6”  for  the  first  time,  but  their  run  ended  there  with  an 
82-70  loss  to  Brandeis  at  Amherst.  Lauren  Boyle 
earned  All-America  honorable  mention  for  the  second 
straight  year  and  AII-CC  first-team  honors  for  the  third 
year  after  averaging  14.0  points.  She  finished  her 
career  second  on  the  Mules’  all-time  lists  in  points 
(1 ,505)  and  field  goals  (603),  fourth  in  assists  (282)  and 
fifth  in  free  throws  (258). 

Chili,  the  D3Hoops.com  regional  rookie  of  the 
year,  led  the  Mules  in  scoring  at  16.0  points  per  game, 
setting  schooi  records  for  points  in  a season  (480), 
three-pointers  in  a season  (96)  and  assists  by  a 
freshman  in  a season  (118).  McSherry  was  recognized 
for  her  defensive  prowess  for  the  second  straight  year, 
earning  All-CC  honorable  mention.  The  Mules’  all-time 
leader  with  164  blocked  shots,  she  averaged  6.6 
points  and  6.2  rebounds  as  a senior. 


After  being  in  the  down  position  for  a year,  the  Muhlenberg  wrestling  team  scored  a reversal  in  2008-0$ 
The  Mules  finished  sixth  at  the  Centennial  Conference  Championships  and  did  not  qualify  any  wrestlers  for  thi 
NCAA  Championships  the  previous  year,  but  rebounded  to  come  in  fourth  (a  half-point  out  of  third)  and  send  | 
two  team  members  to  the  national  meet.  One  of  the  national  qualifiers,  senior  Rob  Kein,  became  the  program  : 
sixth  All-American  in  nine  years  when  he  finished  eighth  at  149  pounds.  The  other,  fellow  senior  Matt  Horn,  w(| 
his  first  CC  title  at  1 84  after  three  consecutive  third-place  finishes.  Seniors  - seven  in  all  - dominated  the  tean 
with  Billy  Hall  and  Justin  Fitch  also  closing  out  stellar  careers.  Leaving  the  program  along  with  them  was  head 
coach  Tom  Schleicher,  who  retired  after  13  years  at  the  Muhlenberg  helm.  Kein  started  the  season  by  defeatii 
a national  qualifier  from  Wilkes  in  overtime  to  win  the  Monarch  Invitational  for  the  third  year  in  a row.  He  later 
knocked  off  the  sixth-ranked  wrestler  in  Division  III,  from  Merchant  Marine,  and  climbed  as  high  as  seventh  in 
the  national  rankings.  Although  the  Merchant  Marine  opponent  knocked  off  Kein  in  the  CC  title  bout,  Kein 
received  the  league’s  wild  card  berth  to  the  NCAAs.  After  winning  two  bouts  at  nationals,  Kein  closed  his  car 
with  a record  of  89-25.  Horn  began  the  year  wrestling  at  197,  where  he  placed  in  the  top  three  in  his  first 
to  184  and  didn’t  lose  another  bout  until  the  NCAA  Championships.  He  reeled  off  22  straight  wins,  including 
tournament  titles  at  Messiah,  Washington  and  Lee  and  the  CC  meet.  Hall  (133)  and  Fitch  (174)  both  placed  th 
at  the  CC  Championships.  Hall  joined  the  team  late  after  studying  abroad  the  first  semester  and  won  seven 
bouts,  five  by  pin,  to  finish  his  career  with  an  82-25  record  and  38  pins.  Fitch  went  19-1 1 on  the  season  and 
63-36  for  his  career.  All  four  seniors  won  their  bouts  on  Senior  Night,  leading  the  Mules  to  a 25-20  win  agains  1 
Messiah  team  that  was  ranked  in  the  top  30  in  Division  III  most  of  the  season.  Muhlenberg  finished  its  dual  me; 
season  with  a record  of  6-6,  4-3  in  the  CC.  A pair  of  freshmen  made  strong  debuts.  Heavyweight  Nick  Pallottr 
went  13-12,  with  all  of  his  wins  coming  by  pin,  and  141 -pounder  Kevin  Homan  came  on  strong  at  the  end  of  tl 
year  to  place  third  at  the  CC  Championships.

Dramatic  rallies  and  individual  milestones  abounded  in 
the  Muhlenberg  baseball  team's  2009  season. 

Unfortunately,  so  did  near  misses.  The  Mules  lost  eight 
games  that  were  decided  by  one  run  or  in  extra  Innings. 
Three  of  those  losses  came  in  the  Centennial  Conference 
and  prevented  the  team  from  returning  the  playoffs. 

Muhlenberg  finished  with  a record  of  15-22-1  overall, 
8-10  in  the  CC.  In  its  first  game  back  from  a 3-6  trip  to 
Florida,  Muhlenberg  scored  two  runs  in  the  bottom  of  the 
ninth  - the  last  on  a walkoff  single  by  senior  Edward  Risener 
- to  defeat  Lebanon  Valley,  6-5.  Nine  days  later,  the  Mules 
plated  seven  runs,  all  but  one  with  two  out,  in  the  bottom  of 
the  ninth  to  stun  St.  John  Fisher,  1 0-9.  Senior  Eric  Hammond 
capped  the  rally  with  a two-run  triple.

Fisher  hit  .340,  led  the  team  in  hits  (49)  and  runs  ‘■ 
scored  (35)  and  set  a school  record  with  1 4 doubles. 
Risener  batted  .333  with  four  home  runs  and  30  RBI,  an( 
Pomroy  (.331)  also  knocked  in  30.  Hammond  scored  32 
runs,  second  on  the  team,  and  fellow  senior  Chris  Costa 
closed  his  career  with  his  best  season,  hitting  .268. 

Sophomores  Bobby  Spindler  and  Clint  Lynch 
started  at  third  base  and  catcher,  respectively,  and 
combined  for  1 3 doubles  and  1 9 RBI.  Two  other 
second-year  players,  Eli  Branzburg  and  Jeff  Puklin,  hit 
over  .300  as  part-time  starters.  On  the  mound,  junior  Phi 
Cresta  was  the  team’s  ace  again,  going  5-3  with  a 4.61 
ERA.  He  will  enter  his  senior  season  tied  for  third  on  the 
all-time  list  with  16  career  wins.  Mike  Misciagna  had  an 
outstanding  senior  season  out  of  the  bullpen,  compiling  e. 
2.43  ERA  in  14  appearances.  Senior  Matthew  Ordog 
notched  three  saves  and  struck  out  44  batters  in  44 
innings.  Sophomore  Jason  Daniels  won  three  games.

««II  Swinging  to  the  National 
dOTlOdll  Championships 


Lots  of  hard  work,  a big  change  in  attitude  and  some 
good  fortune  carried  the  Muhlenberg  softball  team  to  an 
improbable  Centennial  Conference  championship  in  2009. 

The  Mules  tied  for  last  place  in  the  CC  with  a 4-1 2 mark  in 
2008  and  were  only  8-28  overall.  But  with  new  head  coach 
Roni  Rivera  at  the  helm,  the  team  took  a giant  U-turn,  going 
1 2-4  in  the  CC  to  tie  for  the  biggest  improvement  in  league 
history.  That  record  earned  Muhlenberg  the  second  seed  in 
the  CC  playoffs,  hosted  by  regular-season  champion 
Ursinus.  In  the  first  game  Saturday,  senior  Samantha  Crist  hit 
a walkoff  grand  slam  in  the  bottom  of  the  seventh  for  an  8-5 
victory  against  third-seeded  Gettysburg.  The  Mules  lost  their 
second  game  to  fourth  seed  Haverford,  however,  and  went 
into  Sunday  needing  to  win  three  games  to  capture  the  title. 
Then  Mother  Nature  intervened.  Muhlenberg  and  Gettysburg 
Were  four  innings  into  their  elimination  game  on  Sunday  when 
the  rains  came.  And  they  didn’t  stop,  forcing  the  cancellation 
of  the  second  day  of  the  tournament.  By  CC  policy,  the 
championship  went  to  the  highest  remaining  seed,  which  was 
Muhlenberg  since  Ursinus  had  been  eliminated  on  the  first 
day. 

The  CC  title  was  the  fourth  overall  for  the  Mules,  who 
earned  the  league’s  automatic  bid  to  the  NCAA 
'“1  Tournament.  There  they  lost  to  William  Paterson  and 
Farmingdale  State,  ending  their  season  with  a record  of 
19-18.  Muhlenberg  was  6-10  before  turning  things 
around  with  an  eight-game  winning  streak,  its  longest  in 
seven  years.  During  the  streak,  the  Mules  found  several 
exciting  ways  to  win,  such  as;  Senior  RiRi  Ferrigno 
hitting  two  home  runs  and  recording  six  RBI  in  the  first 
game  at  Franklin  & Marshall;  Sophomore  Alyssa 
Bruckner  pitching  the  program’s  first  no-hitter  in  19 
years  vs.  Dickinson;  Muhlenberg  scoring  three  runs  in 
the  bottom  of  the  seventh  to  come  from  behind  and  beat 
Washington,  3-2;  The  Mules  plating  eight  runs  in  the  top 
’ of  the  seventh  to  knock  off  Swarthmore,  9-3. 

After  the  streak  was  snapped  in  the  second  game  of  the 
Swarthmore  twinbill,  despite  three  Muhlenberg  home 
- ’ runs,  the  Mules  had  a 10-day  layoff  due  to  rain.  When 
they  came  back,  they  blasted  McDaniel,  9-0  and  11-0, 
to  take  over  sole  possession  of  first  place  in  the  CC. 

Splits  with  Haverford  and  Ursinus  in  the  final  two  CC 
doubleheaders  left  the  Mules  with  a 1 2-4  record,  and 
* they  needed  all  1 2 of  those  wins  to  claim  the 
championship. 

Offensively  challenged  for  the  previous  two  years, 
Muhienberg  raised  its  team  batting  average  40  points  to 
,268  and  set  school  records  for  home  runs  (1 2),  doubles 
(48)  and  extra-base  hits  (67)  in  a season.  The  Mules 
also  raised  their  team  fielding  percentage  40  points  to 


.964.  Crist  was  named  to  the  AII-CC  first  team  despite 
a .232  batting  average.  As  demonstrated  in  the  CC 
playoffs,  clutch  hits  were  here  specialty;  she  drove  in 
22  runs  with  only  22  hits.  Crist  also  stole  a 
team-leading  1 2 bases. 

Sophomore  Ashley  Brewer  had  a breakthrough 
year,  leading  the  team  in  batting  average  (.422), 
slugging  average  (.578)  and  on-base  percentage  (.475) 
while  going  9-1 0 with  a 2.43  ERA  and  four  shutouts  in 
the  circle.  She  was  named  to  the  AII-CC  second  team, 
and  the  Mules’  other  pitcher,  Bruckner  (9-8,  2,17,  six 
shutouts),  received  honorable  mention. 

Junior  Jenna  Van  Waalwijk  emerged  with  her  best 
season  to  date,  hitting  .293  with  a pair  of  home  runs. 
Sophomore  Jess  Kasza  batted  .291  and  scored  22 
runs.  A trio  of  freshmen  made  an  immediate  impact. 
Brittany  Blohm  hit  .280  and  drove  in  1 4 runs,  two  with 
a home  run  in  her  first  NCAA  at-bat.  Maggie  Scarpelli 
hit  .248  with  a home  run  and  1 5 RBI,  and  Shelby  Smith 
led  the  team  with  1 1 sacrifices  and  committed  only  two 
errors  at  third  base.  Ferrigno’s  career  fielding 
percentage  of  .981  ranks  second  in  team  history  for  a 


catcher.  She  set  a school  record  with  1 2 total  bases  in 
the  first  game  of  the  F&M  twinbill.  Crist  became  the 
21  St  member  of  the  Muhlenberg  1 00-hit  club  with  a 
double  in  the  CC  playoffs.  On  the  program’s  all-time 
list,  she  finished  third  in  sacrifices  (29),  fifth  in  walks 
(50)  and  sixth  in  stolen  bases  (27).

Men's  Lacrosse 

Slow  start  leads  to  strong  finish 

Seven  was  a mostly  unlucky  number  for  the  Muhlenberg  men’s  lacrosse  team  in  2009. 

Five  times  during  the  season,  the  Mules  scored  seven  goals  in  a game,  and  all  five  times  they  lost.  Three  of  the 
five  losses  were  8-7  games,  all  against  teams  that  won  their  conference  regular  season  or  tournament  title. 
Another  one-goal  loss  was  the  most  damaging  and  kept  Muhlenberg  out  of  the  Centennial  Conference  playoffs. 
The  Mules  finished  the  year  with  a 5-8  record  and  went  4-4  in  the  CC  to  tie  for  third  place  - their  best  finish  ever; 
not  a bad  accomplishment  for  a young  team  that  relied  so  heavily  on  freshmen  and  sophomores.  After 
graduating  an  outstanding  senior  class  that  included  the  program’s  all-time  leaders  in  points,  goals  and  assists, 
the  Mules  knew  they  would  need  to  field  some  new  faces.  Inevitably,  it  takes  time  to  find  the  right  combinations, 
so  even  though  Muhlenberg  lost  its  first  six  games,  there  were  some  positive  developments  early  in  the  season. 
The  Mules  trailed  Gettysburg,  the  eventual  CC  champion,  only  4-3  at  halftime  before  losing,  7-3.  It  was  the  first 
time  the  Mules  had  been  within  five  goals  of  the  Bullets.  In  the  next  game,  Muhlenberg  came  back  on  Haverford, 
which  would  go  through  the  CC  regular  season  undefeated,  twice  in  the  second  half  before  falling  8-7  in 
overtime.  That  left  the  team  with  an  0-6  record,  with  five  of  the  losses  coming  to  nationally  ranked  teams.  Then 
the  number  seven  turned  lucky,  as  the  Mules  won  their  seventh  game,  defeating  Swarthmore  4-3  in  double 
overtime. 

At  that  point,  it  looked  like  the  season  might  play  out  exactly  it  had  in  2008,  when  the  Mules  won  their  last 
five  CC  games  to  earn  their  first-ever  playoff  berth.  Muhlenberg  evened  its  CC  mark  at  3-3  with  10-8  wins 
against  Franklin  & Marshall  and  Dickinson,  but  then  lost  at  McDaniel,  12-11.  When  Muhlenberg,  Washington  and 
McDaniel  all  tied  for  third  place,  the  Mules  were  the  odd  team  out  of  the  playoffs  because  of  their  losses  to  the 
other  two.  Muhlenberg  closed  its  season  on  a high  note,  however,  defeating  Ursinus,  8-7,  in  its  last  game.  Junior 
Ari  Jacobson  scored  the  tying  goal  with  nine-tenths  of  a second  left  in  regulation,  and  seniors  Nick  Fletcher  and 
Andrew  Lolley  ended  their  careers  by  teaming  up  on  the  winning  goal  with  8.9  ticks  left  in  the  first  overtime. 
Fletcher,  who  assisted  on  that  winning  goal,  was  named  to  the  AII-CC  first  team  after  tying  for  the  team  lead  with 
15  goals.  Lolley’s  winner  was  his  10th  of  the  season  and  the  49th  of  his  career.  The  Mules’  top  player  was 
senior  defenseman  John  DeLuca,  who  earned  AII-CC  first-team  honors  and  All-America  honorable  mention  for 
the  second  year  in  a row.  He  tied  for  the  team  lead  with  34  ground  balls  and  added  two  goals  and  two  assists. 

Another  senior  who  made  his  mark  was  Dan  Dugan,  who  graduated  as 
the  program’s  all-time  leader  with  232  career  faceoffs  won.  He  won  53 
percent  of  his  faces  in  2009  and  tied  DeLuca  for  the  team  lead  in  ground 
balls.  At  the  other  end  of  the  class  spectrum  were  an  exciting  group  of 
freshmen  who  point  to  a solid  future  for  the  program.  Among  them, 

Corey  Aferiat  started  every  game  on  attack  and  led  the  team  in  points 
(24)  and  assists  (1 0);  Clint  Watkins  started  1 1 games  and  scored  1 0 
goals;  and  Alex  Ardolino  netted  six  goals. 

Sophomore  Brent  Siebold  tied  for  the  team  lead  with  1 5 goals,  giving  him 
38  in  two  years.  Jacobson  added  1 2 goals,  including  the  overtime 
game-winner  at  Swarthmore. 

Junior  Matthew  Schroeder  served  as  a team  captain  and  started 
every  game  on  defense,  picking  up  33  ground  balls.  Sophomore  Tom 
Brant  scooped  up  25  ground  balls.  Sophomore  Mike  Horowitz  took  over 
as  the  starting  goalie  five  games  into  the  season  and  compiled  an  8.41 
goals-against  average  and  .564  save  percentage.  He  made  24  saves  - 
the  most  by  a Muhlenberg  goalie  since  the  sport  was  reinstated  in  2003 
and  the  most  by  a CC  goalie  since  2005  - at  Dickinson.  Junior  Andrew 
Bell,  who  began  the  season  as  the  starter,  relieved  in  the  Ursinus  game 
and  allowed  only  four  goals  in  more  than  52  minutes,  helping  the  Mules  to 
their  comeback  victory.

A terrific 
season  filled 
with  countless 
wins  and 
broken  records 


The  Muhlenberg  women’s  lacrosse  team 
was  no  one-hit  wonder,  After  finishing  in  fifth  place 
to  earn  their  first  Centennial  Conference  playoff 
berth  ever  in  2008,  the  Mules  were  picked  sixth  in 
the  2009  preseason  poll.  But  Muhlenberg  not  only 
returned  to  the  playoffs,  it  did  even  better.  The 
Mules  came  in  third  in  the  CC,  earning  a bye  to  the 
semifinals.  Their  final  record  of  1 0-4  set  a school 
record  for  fewest  losses  in  a season.  For  the  first 
time  in  program  history,  Muhlenberg  received  votes 
in  the  national  Division  III  poll.  For  the  fourth  year  in 
a row,  the  Mules  went  undefeated  in  non-CC 
games.  They  will  enter  the  2010  season  with  a 
26-game  winning  streak  against  non-conference 
opponents.  Muhienberg  opened  the  season  with 
high-scoring  non-conference  wins  against 
Randoiph-Macon  (18-9),  Moravian  (20-4)  and  Kean 
(20-5),  wrapped  around  a 1 5-8  ioss  at  sixth-ranked 
Gettysburg,  in  which  the  Mules  trailed  only  6-5  early 
in  the  second  haif.  After  beating  a much-improved 
Haverford  team,  11-7,  outiasting  Drew  in  overtime, 
19-18,  and  winning  easiiy  at  Bryn  Mawr,  18-3, 
Muhlenberg  scored  two  of  the  biggest  wins  in  its 
history  in  a four-day  span.  4.  Wins  againist 
Dickonson  and  McDaniei  put  Muhienberg  at  8-1 
and  with  a schooi-record-tying  six-game  winning 
streak. 

Eventuai  nationai  champion  Franklin  & 
Marshaii  siowed  the  momentum  with  a 19-10  win, 
and  after  beating  Swarthmore  at  home  the  Muies 
suffered  a ioss  at  Ursinus.  in  the  iast  game  of  the 
regular  season,  Muhlenberg  secured  its  piayoff 
position  with  a 16-12  home  win  against  Washington. 
Gettysburg,  which  came  within  one  goai  of  making 
the  Division  iii  championship  game,  ended  the 
Muies’  terrific  season  with  an  18-8  win  in  the  CC 
semifinais.  For  the  first  time  since  1997,  Muhienberg 
had  two  piayers  earn  ali-region  honors,  as  senior 
Ruth  Morrongieiio  and  junior  Amanda  McGovern 
were  both  second-team  picks.  Morrongieiio  ranked 
eighth  in  Division  ill  in  draw  controls  per  game 


(4.93),  breaking  her  own  schooi  record  with  69 
draws  won  on  the  season,  and  was  fourth  on  the 
team  in  scoring  with  41  points. 

McGovern  led  the  Muies  in  scoring  with  61 
points  - the  fifth-highest  singie-season  total  in 
team  history  - on  46  goais  and  15  assists.  She 
had  hat  tricks  in  nine  of  the  1 4 games  and  aiso 
was  second  on  the  team  in  draw  controls  (38) 
and  fourth  in  ground  baiis  (30).  Morrongieiio, 
McGovern  and  senior  Sara  Hiiler  ali  made  the 


Aii-CC  second  team.  Hiiier  notched  30  goals  on 
oniy  45  shots  and  finished  her  career  by  scoring 
at  ieast  one  goai  in  47  consecutive  games  - 
one  of  the  iongest  streaks  in  Division  ill  history. 

Sophomore  Danieiie  Rosen  enjoyed  a 
breakthrough  year,  ranking  second  on  the  team 
with  56  points  (45  more  than  she  had  as  a 
freshman)  on  37  goais  and  a team-high  19 
assists.  Juniors  Aiyssa  Basceiii  (25  points)  and 
Danieiie  Scarrone  (15),  senior  Megan  Wiison 
(12)  and  freshman  Angeia  Napoietano  (11)  aiso 
were  key  contributors  to  the  offense,  which 
averaged  14.21  goais  per  game  (second  in  the 
CC).  Sophomore  Lauren  DeCarle  had 

an  exceiient  season  as  a defensive  midfieider, 
tying  for  second  on  the  team  with  1 5 caused 
turnovers  and  ranking  third  with  23  draw 
controis.  Sophomore  Aiiisyn  Vachon  recorded  a 
goais-against  average  of  1 1.36  and  save 
percentage  of  .466,  improving  from  her 
freshman  year  (12.23,  .446)  in  both  categories. 
She  made  big  late-game  saves  in  ciose  wins 
against  Drew,  Dickinson  and  McDaniei.  The 
starting  back  three  consisted  of  senior 
Marguerite  Farreii  (34  ground  baiis, 
team-ieading  20  caused  turnovers)  and  juniors 
Ashley  Foltiny  (team-leading  39  ground  baiis,  13 
caused  turnovers)  and  Katie  Ferris  (38  ground 
baiis,  15  caused  turnovers).  Senior  Farrin  Jay 
aiso  saw  considerabie  time  on  defense.

Serving  up  the  competition 

What  a difference  seven  months  can  make. 

The  2008-09  Muhlenberg  men’s  tennis  season  opened  in  mid-September  when 
the  Mules  hosted  Elizabethtown  and  two  other  teams  in  a tournament.  Muhlenberg 
went  2-6  in  head-to-head  matches  against  the  Blue  Jays  that  day. 

In  late  April,  the  Mules  finished  their  campaign  on  the  same  courts  against 
Elizabethtown,  which  had  gone  undefeated  in  the  regular  season  in  its  conference.  This 
time,  they  fared  much  better,  winning  6-3  to  end  the  year  on  a three-match  winning 
streak. 

Best  of  all,  Muhlenberg  had  no  seniors  playing  in  its  lineup  for  that  final  match.  With 
most  of  its  team  slated  to  return  in  2009-10,  the  Mules  appear  to  have  a promising 
future.  Muhlenberg  finished  the  season  6-7  overall  and  3-6  in  the  Centennial 
Conference.  After  several  years  in  which  injuries  forced  the  team  to  constantly  juggle 
players,  the  lineup  stayed  relatively  consistent  throughout  the  spring. 

A pair  of  freshmen,  Zach  Adler  and  Jordan  Rutt,  kicked  off  what  would  be  a great 
year  together  by  reaching  the  doubles  consolation  final  at  the  F&M  Fall  Invitational.  The 
duo  combined  to  go  9-1 0 for  the  year,  including  a respectable  4-5  mark  at  No.  1 
doubles  in  the  tough  CC.  Adler  played  No.  2 singles  in  the  spring,  finishing  with  a record 
of  4-9.  He  notched  the  clinching  win,  coming  back  from  a set  down  to  win  in  three,  in  a 
5-4  win  against  Gettysburg  in  the  final  CC  match  of  the  season. 

Rutt  started  the  year  at  No.  6 before  working  his  way  up  to  No.  3,  where  he  went  4-1 . 
Rutt’s  8-5  spring  singles  record  was  the  best  on  the  team,  as  were  his  combined  19 
wins  for  the  year. 

Junior  Matt  Krai  also  climbed  the  ladder, 
earning  a spot  in  the  singles  lineup  for  the 
second  half  of  the  year  after  playing  only 
doubles  the  first  half.  He  ended  up  with  a 
5-2  singles  mark  and  teamed  with 
sophomore  Wayne  Mitchel  for  a 6-4 
record  at  No.  3 doubles. 

Sophomore  John  Osborne  had  the  tough 
task  of  playing  No.  1 singles  in  the  CC. 
Senior  Brian  Wernick  and  junior  Yoni 
Farber  served  as  team  captains  and 
rounded  out  the  lineup.

No  room  for  "love"  on  this  court 

The  Muhlenberg  women’s  tennis  team  was  charging  toward  a great  season  when  an  untimely 
injury  slowed  its  momentum.  Still,  the  Mules  put  together  a very  good  season.  They  went  10-5,  with 
all  three  losses  at  full  strength  coming  to  nationally  ranked  teams,  tied  for  second  in  the 

Centennial  Conference  with  an  8-2  mark,  and  ended  the  year  ranked  1 1th  in  the  Atlantic 
South  Region.  Muhlenberg  took  the  court  with  a lineup  of  two  seniors  and  four  sophomores  that 
was  virtually  identical  to  the  one  that  produced  a 9*5  record  in  2008. 

In  the  fall,  the  Mules  defeated  Moravian,  7-2,  in  their  lone  dual  match  and  competed  in  a pair  of 
individual  tournaments.  Muhlenberg  began  the  spring  before  Spring  Break  with  losses  to 
27th-ranked  New  Jersey  and  22nd-ranked  Vassar.  Nearly  a month  later,  the  team  resumed  action 
by  defeating  Ursinus,  8-1 , before  suffering  a 9-0  loss  to  21st-ranked  Johns  Hopkins. 

All  three  of  the  teams  the  Mules  lost  to  early  In  the  season  would  remain  in  the  national 
rankings  the  whole  season  and  earn  bids  to  the  NCAA  Tournament.  Johns  Hopkins,  which  ended 
the  year  ranked  1 0th,  was  clearly  the  best  team  in  the  CC,  but  Muhlenberg  made  a strong  bid  to  be 
second-best.  The  Mules  rebounded  from  the  loss  to  Hopkins  by  recording  its  first  win  ever  at 
Swarthmore,  6-3.  That  kicked  off  a six-match  winning  streak  that  included  a road  victory  at 
regionally  ranked  Salisbury. 

Sitting  at  6-1  in  the  CC  heading  into  an  important  match  against  6-2  Washington,  Muhlenberg  lost 
one  of  its  players  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  The  Mules  wound  up  losing  to  the  Shorewomen,  6-3, 
and  nine  days  later  tost  to  them  again  in  the  first  round  of  the 
CC  playoffs. 

Senior  Jenn  Powell  played  No.  1 singles  for  the  third 
straight  year  and  compiled  an  8-6  record.  She  was  named  to 
the  AII-CC  first  team  and  ended  the  year  as  the  17-ranked 
singles  player  in  the  region.  Classmate  Carly  Rotfeld  had  an 
outstanding  season  at  No.  3 singles,  winning  her  final  1 1 
matches  (three  6-0,  6-0  and  three  others  6-1 , 6-1 ) for  a 
team-best  1 3-2  record.  Powell  and  Rotfeld  were  7-8  at  No.  1 
doubles,  including  an  8-5  win  against  a Salisbury  duo  that  was 
eighth  in  the  final  regional  rankings. 

The  four  sophomores  were  nearly  unbeatable  in  doubles 
action.  Caitie  Druker  and  Sara  Sutker  went  13-4  at  No.  2 
doubles,  while  Danielle  Winston  and  Lindsay  Schmidt  teamed 
up  for  an  incredible  17-2  mark  at  No.  3,  including  fall 
tournament  titles  at  Franklin  & Marshall  and  the  ITA  Southeast 
Regional,  Sutker  added  a 1 5-4  record  at  No.  4 singles  and  led 
the  team  with  30  combined  wins  for  the  year.  Both  she  (54-22) 
and  Winston  (50-1 6)  reached  the  50-win  mark  in  only  two 
years,  with  Druker  (49-26)  just  missing.

FOUR!  That’s  how  many  members  of  the  Muhlenberg  men’s  golf  team  shot  in  the  70s  in  2008-09,  the 
first  time  in  the  last  15  years  that  happened. 

That  depth  of  talent  carried  the  Mules  to  four  second-place  finishes  in  the  fall  and  a third-place 
showing  at  the  Centennial  Conference  Championships.  In  all,  the  team  competed  in  1 1 tournaments,  finishin« 
in  the  top  half  in  all  but  three.  Muhlenberg  played  its  best  golf  in  the  fall,  taking  the  runner-up  spot  at 
Susquehanna,  Messiah,  Gettysburg  and  its  own  tournament.  The  Mules  shot  a 304  and  were  just  one  strok 
behind  eventual  CC  champion  Franklin  & Marshall  at  Susquehanna.  At  Messiah,  three  Mules  placed  in  the 
top  10.  Senior  Bill  Snow  took  medalist  honors  at  the  Gettysburg  Fall  Invitational,  shooting  a 2-under-par  70. 
For  the  first  time,  the  Muhlenberg  Invitational  was  contested  over  two  days  at  two  different  courses,  and  the 
Mules  overtook  22nd-ranked  Allegheny  on  the  second  day. 

The  spring  brought  bad  weather  and  cloudier  results.  Rain  shortened  or  completely  wiped  out  three  o1 
Muhlenberg’s  first  four  tournaments,  and  by  the  time  the  good  weather  arrived  it  was  the  last  week  of  the 
season.  At  the  CC  Championships,  the  Mules  hoped  to  challenge  for  the  title  after  letting  a second-round 
lead  slip  away  in  2008.  This  time  they  played  an  excellent  third  round,  but  were  too  far  behind  to  challenge 
for  the  title.  Muhlenberg  tied  for  the  lowest  round  of  the  tournament  by  shooting  a 308  on  the  third  day  to 
finish  14  strokes  off  the  lead. 

Sophomore  Zachary  Oyer  was  the  team’s  top  golfer  at  the  CC  Championships,  tying  for  sixth,  and  all 
season  long.  His  stroke  average  of  77.9  was  the  best  by  a Mule  in  the  last  15  years,  and  he  shot  in  the  70s 
in  12  of  16  rounds.  Snow  averaged  a career-best  78.5  in  his  final  season,  scoring  three  top-10  finishes. 
Freshman  Matthew  Cohen  was  impressive  in  his  rookie  season,  averaging  78.8  and  shooting  a 75  at  the 
Glenmaura  National  Collegiate  Invitational.  Junior  Biff  Slocum  (79.9),  senior  Geoffrey  Kelleman  (80.2)  and 
sophomore  Jordan  Carpenter  (82.1)  rounded  out  Muhlenberg’s  lineup.

The  Muhlenberg  women’s  golf  team  had  one 
of  the  shortest  seasons  on  record  in  2009. 

Rain  cancelled  all  the  Mules’  tournaments 
leading  up  to  the  Centennial  Conference 
Championships,  reducing  their  competitive 
season  to  two  days. 

The  team  hosted  the  CC  Championships  at 
Olde  Homestead  Golf  Club  and  finished  fifth 
for  the  second  straight  year. 

Sophomore  Amy  Venuto  shot  a career-low 
98  on  the  second  day  and  led  Muhlenberg  with 
a 36-hole  total  of  204.  Junior  Sarah  Mellick 
was  nine  strokes  back. 

Hayley  Cush  (right),  the  lone  Mule  senior  to 
compete,  finished  her  career  with  the 
sixth-best  stroke  average  in  program  history 
for  a player  with  more  than  one  year. 
Sophomore  Allison  Siefert  and  freshman 
Amanda  Heiberger  also  competed  in  the  CC 
Championships. 


Outdoor  Track 

Fast  times,  high  marks  and  long  distances 

The  Muhlenberg  track  and  field  teams  have  been  breaking  new  ground  the  entire  decade,  and  the 
last  year  of  the  decade  was  no  different.  In  2009,  the  Mules  produced  their  first  female  Indoor  NCAA 
qualifier,  their  first  five-time  NCAA  qualifier,  their  first  freshman  All-American  and  their  first  sophomore 
Academic  All-American.  The  teams  not  only  did  well  individually,  but  also  collectively.  At  the  Centennial 
Conference  Championships,  the  women  placed  third  indoor  and  outdoors  after  finishing  fifth  in  both  meets 
last  year.  The  men  also  improved  two  places,  coming  in  fourth  indoors  and  third  outdoors.  They  were  a 
point  out  of  third  place  indoors.  Barely  a week  went  by  without  junior  Alex  Faust  and/or  senior  David 
Chorney  reaching  some  kind  of  milestone.  Faust  shattered  her  own  school  records  in  the  pole  vault  both 
f indoors  and  outdoors,  raising  the  outdoor  mark  from  11-1%  to  12-6%.  She  won  the  gold  medal  at  the  CC 
meet  and  qualified  for  the  NCAA  Championships  in  both.  Indoors,  she  and  junior  Jennifer  Lynch  (mile) 
became  the  first  Mule  females  to  compete  at  the  NCAA  meet.  Faust  earned  All-America  honors  by 
finishing  seventh  in  the  pole  vault  outdoors. 

Faust  also  set  school  records  in  the  55  meters  (indoors)  and  the  400  meters  (both  indoors  and 
; outdoors)  in  2009.  She  won  the  CC  title  and  provisionally  qualified  for  the  NCAAs  in  the  outdoor  400. 

I Chorney  also  qualified  for  the  NCAAs  in  both  seasons;  combined  with  three  NCAA  appearances  in  cross 
. country,  that  made  him  the  first  athlete  in  College  history  to  compete  in  the  national  championships  five 
" times.  Indoors,  he  ran  on  the  distance  medley  relay  team  (with  senior  Stuart  Udis,  sophomore  Bobby 
Torphy  and  freshman  Peter  Rice)  that  finished  fourth  to  earn  All-America  status.  Outdoors,  Chorney 
competed  in  the  steeplechase,  an  event  in  which  he  fourth  at  Penn  Relays,  and  he  also  qualified  in  the 
1 ,500. 

The  men’s  team  won  in  the  4x800  both  indoors  and  outdoors.  The  indoor  gold  was  the  fourth  in  a 
row  for  the  Mules,  with  Udis  running  on  all  four.  The  senior  anchored  the  winning  team  indoors  and  ran 
the  third  leg  outdoors,  handing  off  to  Torphy,  a third-team  Academic  All-American. 

The  men  added  another  relay  gold  when  the  4x1 00  quartet  (juniors  Brendan  Kirk,  William  Ryan  and 
Jeremiah  Lachaud)  became  the  first  sprint  relay  team  to  win  a gold  medal  at  a conference  meet  in  the 
! history  of  the  program.  That  group  also  broke  the  school  record  earlier  in  the  season.  Kirk  added  a gold 
medal  in  the  400-meter  intermediate  hurdles  for  the  second  time  in  three  years. 

Two  outstanding  freshmen  earned  individual  silver 
medals  at  the  CC  meets.  Marc  Brookland  placed  second  in 
the  long  jump  outdoors  and  added  two  bronzes  by  coming  in 
third  in  the  triple  jump  both  indoors  and  outdoors,  break  a 
22-year-old  school  record  in  the  latter  meet.  Jenna  Schaffer 
hauled  in  four  silvers,  outdoors  in  the  1 00,  4x100  and  both 
indoors  and  outdoors  in  the  4x400.  Another  freshman, 

Kimberlee  Yalango,  won  silvers  in  the  4x400  both  indoors 
and  outdoors  and  the  4x800  indoors,  and  Rice 
complemented  his  indoor  DMR  gold  with  a bronze  in  the  400 
outdoors. 

Lachaud  also  won  four  silver  medals,  individually  in  the  55 
(indoors),  1 00  (outdoors)  and  200  (outdoors)  and  as  part  of 
the  indoor  4x200  team.  Udis,  Torphy  and  Chorney  came  in 
2-3-4,  respectively  in  the  800  indoors,  with  Torphy  silvering  in  the  800  outdoors,

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This  year  Muhlenberg  College  awarded  honorary  doctoral  degrees  to  Muhammad  All, 
Galway  Kinnell  and  The  Honorable  Kathleen  A.  McGinty.  Muhammad  All  is  a retired 
champion  boxer  who  has  recieved  numerous  honors  including  lighting  the  flame  at  the  1 996 
Summer  Olympics  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  and  the  Presidential  Medal  of  Freedom  at  a White 
House.  Galway  Kinnell  is  the  author  of  thirteen  books  of  poetry  and  one  of  the  most 
influential  and  celebrated  American  poets  of  our  time.  The  Honorable  Kathleen  A.  McGinty  is 
founding  partner,  Peregrine  Technology  Partners  LLC,  a firm  focused  on  the 
commercialization  of  clean  technologies;  she  has  a passion  for  the  environment  and  served 
in  the  Clinton  administration.

more  than  just  pieces  in  a statue... 


That  big  hunk  of  metal  sitting  on  the  front  lawn,  better  known  as  Victor’s 
Lament,  has  been  left  to  sit  and  garner  curiosity  about  what  exactly  it  is  since  April 
27th,  1979.  Mark  di  Suvero’s  gigantic  28-foot,  10-ton  abstract  art  piece  was  created 
using  a complicated  system  of  pulley’s  and  steel  beams  between  1969  and  1970  in  a 
parking  lot  in  Pasadena,  California.  Victor’s  is  actually  one  of  a series  of  sculptures 
that  di  Suvero  created  in  protest  of  the  Vietnam  War.  Muhlenberg  bought  it  for 
$63,500  to  help  celebrate  the  construction  of  the  new  Baker  Center  of  the  Arts.  In 
1996,  then  President,  Arthur  Taylor,  and  Mark  di  Suvero  agreed  that  Victor’s  needed 
to  be  protected  from  rusting,  so  it  was  painted  from  black  to  a special  anti-oxidizing 
red  color  that  many  of  di  Suvero’s  other  sculptures  have  been  painted  in. 

Students  seem  to  have  many  theories  on  what  Victor’s  Lament  actually 
represents,  “a  pile  of  red  sticks,”  “something  to  try  and  climb,”  “modern  art”  and 
“pretty  awesome”  are  some  good  ideas,  di  Suvero  states  that  Victor’s  is  a 
“non-objective”  art  piece.  However  it  is  interpreted  by  those  who  view  it,  Victor’s 
Lament  has  become  the  unofficial  mascot  of  Muhlenberg  College  and  the  campus 
landscape  would  be  very  empty  without  it. 
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As  the  years  pass,  and  this  yearbook  begins  to 
collect  dust,  I hope  that  individuals  are  able  to  flip 
through  these  pages  and  smile  when  remembering 
the  time  that  they  had  at  Muhlenberg.  To  some, 
Muhlenberg  is  just  an  academic  experience,  but  to 
others  it  represents  something  so  much  more.  Each 
person  who  contributed  to  this  book  offers  an 
unique  perspective  on  how  only  one  aspect  of  this 
school  has  influenced  their  life.  Collectively,  the 
impact  that  Muhlenberg  has  on  all  of  us  is 
immeasurable.  I hope  that  you  come  to  understand 
and  appreciate  all  of  the  lessons  and  memories  that  i 
you  have  taken  from  this  campus.  '
